Billets de Confiance 1790-1793 


We are very fortunate in being able to offer a fine 
grouping of historic French Billets de Confiance dating from 
the Revolutionary period. A shortage of small change and low 
denomination Assignats resulted in an urgent need for notes 
of lower values for everyday use. Between 1790 and 1793 
some 1500 towns and villages issued more than 4000 
different of these notes representing 81 out of the 83 existing 
districts of France. Many local “exchange and patriotic offices” 
called Caisse Patriotique or Caisse de Secours became 
issuers of these small notes. Counterfeiting soon became a 
problem; that plus the eventual appearance in circulation of 
lower value Assignats finally caused the government to bring 
the issuing of Billets de Confiance to a halt in 1793. Very few 
collections of these notes were ever formed in the United 
States. The only other group we have handled of such pieces 
was sold three years ago in the George F. Hatie Collection.

Philippine Emergency and Guerrilla Currency 
Issued During World War Il 


World War II struck the Philippines with unrelenting fury 
as Japanese troops took island after island in a swift 
campaign. Before the United States suffered its final defeat 
on Bataan and Corregidor in 1942, Philippine President 
Manuel L. Quezon and General Douglas MacArthur had 
organized guerrilla forces to fight against the enemy. 
MacArthur's now-famous words: “I shall return!” became the 
battle cry of the resistance that the Japanese were powerless 
to silence. 

There was hardly a corner of the occupied Philippines 
in which guerrilla groups did not operate, ill equipped, ill-fed 
and living in daily confrontation with death. Many clandestine 
authorities issued paper currency to help finance their 
resistance units. In many cases this money was made under 
the most primitive circumstances. Few printing presses, scrap 
paper of all sorts (including office forms, ballots, affidavits, 
school paper, butcher paper, etc.) and makeshift inks were 
used to prepare a wide variety of notes, many by 
mimeograph, that often meant instant death sentences to 
anyone caught with them. The entire episode of the 
production and actual use of such notes is an incredible story 
of courage and determination that gives these pieces a place 
in history that few others could ever approach. We are 
fortunate indeed to present in this section such a wide variety 
of these historic issues, a number of which are of extreme 
rarity. 

It must be noted that the collection being offered 
contains a substantial number of mimeograph issues in 
exceptionally high grade. They are generally not available on 
the market in such remarkable states of preservation. Two 
basic types of notes were produced- provincial (many actually 
redeemed after war’s end) and municipal (mostly not 
redeemed, made to supply small change in local areas). 
Volume One of the Standard Catalog of World Paper Money 
by Albert Pick covers all the provincial issues. The letter S will 
precede catalog numbers from this book. Neil Shafer’s book 
Philippine Emergency and Guerrilla Currency of World War II 
(Western Publishing Company, 1974) provides coverage of 
most local and municipal issues. Catalog numbers for notes 
from this reference will contain a three-letter provincial 
designation with the catalog number.

In 1863, as the supply of volunteers for the Union 
Army dried up, Congress instituted a draft law (March 
3, 1863-just before the end of the Congress) which, 
among other provisions, allowed a person whose 
number had been drawn to exempt themselves by the 
payment of $300 in gold and by getting a substitute. 
Many famous people availed themselves of this option, 
which led to complaints that this was a rich man’s war 
and a poor man’s fight. It also led to the famous draft 
riots of July 1863 in New York City. 

So many people bought their way out that 
Secretary of the Treasury Chase complained in a 
report to Congress that while the $12 million (40,000 
men exempted), in coin received had been helpful in 
paying the interest on the public debt, that was not the 
purpose for which the act had been passed. He went 
on to question the fairness of such a provision.

The first decade of Federal Currency production was a time of experimentation, for both anti-counterfeiting and 
production and efficiency reasons. Consequently, there are many short-lived, undocumented varieties known to specialists in 
the early notes, and no doubt more remain to be discovered. Some varieties were printed for only a few weeks, while some 
lasted well into the issue, yet are still relatively unknown. Some are so rare that the few known are considered by some 
collectors to be errors. We are happy to offer two of these rare varieties here.

Known only to a few specialists 
until recently is the fact that two 
markedly different seals were used 
on the 1862-1863 Legal Tender 
Notes, as shown on the photograph 
below. This is all the more surprising 
as the first seal was used well into 
the issue, not just for a week or two 
at the beginning of the issue.
